This declara- 
tion is regularly furnishable by importers as being 
exacted by the State for the purpose of the tax on 
business turnover.

PACKING OF SWEETS FOR SALE IN 
NETHERLANDS. 

A meeiing was held at Utrecht early in the pre- 
sent year of the Principals of the Food Inspection 
Boards, and the Committee of the Dutch Associa- 
tion of Confectionery and Chocolate Manufacturers, 
with the object of laying down, by mutual arrange- 
ment, with what requirements the various sorts of 
sweets will have to comply in order to be accepted 
as being of proper composition in the sense of 
Article 6 of the Foods Act, 1919, as well as of the 
relative municipal inspection Regulations. 

It was mutually accepted that sweets are to 
be divided into three categories, viz. :—(1) Confec- 
tionery ; (2) Chocolate; and (3) Liquorice. 

Sweets, sold under any name, delivered or kept 
in stock, are of unfit composition if they do not 
comply with the requirements of one of the three 
categories. These requirements came into force on 
Ist May. 





SHIPMENTS TO CZECHO-SLOVAKTA VIA 
TRIESTE. 


A recent announcement in the “‘ Prager Tage- 
blatt ’’ states that, according to the terms of the final 
Regulations of the Commerce and Navigation Agree- 
ment between Italy and Czecho-Slovakia, a Czecho- 
Slovakian Custom House has been set up in Trieste 
Harbour with sufficient space to conduct the official 
proceedings laid down by the special Agreement. 

The Italian Customs authorities allow transit 
goods to pass under Czecho-Slovakian seal; but the 
rights of the Italian authorities in respect to carry- 
ing out the duties of the Customs control and the 
Harbour police are not limited in any way by the 
Agreement.

Which is 15 escudos. It would appear advisable that 
this Regulation should be brought to the notice of 
commercial travellers.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN APRIL. 





ANALYSIS OF EXPORTS. 


Tn the analysis of the volume of British trade 
during the first quarter of 1922, published in the 
* Journal ’’ of 20th April, it was shown that, when 
allowance is made for price changes, the quantity 
both of imports and of exports was substantially 
ereater than during the corresponding quarter of 
last year. Exports of manufactured goods showed 
an increase of 17 per cent. in volume, indicating a 
marked revival of demand for our staple products. 
Qn the side of imports, however, it was noted that 
the quantity of raw materials retained for consump- 
tion in this country was smaller than a year ago, 
indicating that preparations on a large scale were 
not yet being made for a further recovery of In- 
dustry in the future. 


An examination of the trade accounts for April, 
of which summarised results were published in last 
week’s issue of the ‘* Journal ’’ (page 509), shows 
that there have been no very striking further 
developments in the position. The fact that the 
imports are lower than in March by over £7,000,000 
and British exports by some £9,000,000 can be 
largely accounted for by the cessation of activity 
during the Easter holidays. But for these, the 
total figures would not have differed greatly 
from those of the preceding month. On closer in- 
spection, however, there appears to be a tendency 
to a revival in imports of raw materials. The value 
of these, at £21,404,000, is only £691,000 less than 
in March, and but for the Easter holidays it would 
possibly have been higher. Further expansion in 
the aggregate volume of exports has been retarded 
by the dispute in the engineering industries and 
that which has now come to an end in the ship- 
building industry, and this retrogression has to 
some extent set off the recovery shown in the prin- 
cipal textile trades and in the iron and steel trade. 
In the following survey an attempt is made to show 
with regard to the staple branches of our export 
trade, and also with regard to imports of raw 
materials, the principal changes which have taken 
place, comparing the volume of trade as shown in 
the April returns with figures representing the 
monthly average trade of the first quarter of 1922 
and with the figures for April, 1921, and April, 
1915 :—

It will be seen that the volume of trade is 
(doubtless owing to the shorter working month) 
somewhat below the level of the first three months 
of this year, but it is, of course, much greater than 
a year ago, when the coal stoppage had begun to 
check exports. Coal exports are more than twice as 
large as in April, 1920, and reach almost two-thirds 
of the pre-war total. Bunker shipments are nearly 
four-fifths of the pre-war quantity.

In the summer of 1920, when future prospects 
appeared to be very favourable, importers in 
Kurope and America contracted with the Chilean 
Nitrate Producers for a total of 2,750,000 tons, 
of which they were only able to sell in consuming 
markets about 1,450,000 tons, leaving on 30th June, 
1921, unsold stocks of over 1,300,000 tons. These 
had been contracted for at about 17s. per quintal, 
and brought to consuming markets at a freight 
averaging nearly £5 per ton; the cost of this 
nitrate, landed and put in store in consuming 
markets, thus amounts to nearly £25 per ton. This 
was a very grave situation for those dealers who 
in the ordinary course of their business took the 
risk, in purchasing from the Chilean Producers at 
high prices, of bringing this nitrate forward to con- 
suming markets unsold. ‘To-day they find them- 
selves faced with a much cheaper cost of produc- 
tion in Chile and lower freights, so that new 
nitrate can be sold at a profit at £15 per ton in 
competition with them. It is for this reason that 
they formed themselves into a “ pool ’’ to negotiate 
with the Chilean Government and Nitrate Pro- 
ducers to obtain some form of compensation, 
and the negotiations which took place resulted 
ii an agreement being reached on 11th October, 
1921. Its principal terms are thus summarised :— 

The Nitrate Association has arrived at an agreement with 
the Pool, including American buyers, by which the Asso- 
ciation will reduce selling prices to 10s. 6d. per quintal for 
October; 1ls. per quintal for November-April, 1922, inclu- 
sive; 10s. 9d. per quintal for May, 1922; and 10s. 3d. per 
quintal for June, 1922. After the latter date the Asso- 
ciation is free to fix selling prices, The Association is to 
pay compensation of ls. 8d. per quimtal on new purchases 
of nitrate which are shipped before 3lst March, 1922; 1s. 
per quintal on shipments from Ist April to 30th June, 
1922; and 4d. per quintal on shipments from Ist July, 1922, 
to 30th June, 1923. The Association further guarantees 
that the minimum total compensation will amount to 
£1,500,000. 

In addition to the stocks in dealers’ hands, there 
were on 30th June, 1921, unsold stocks in pro- 
ducers’ hands of about 1,100,000 tons, and in con- 
sequence a very large proportion of producers have 
already closed down their oficinas, and the monthly 
production, which normally amounts to 240,000 
tons, fell to about 80,000 tons. Chile is accord- 
ingly faced with a serious financial position, having 
lost a very large proportion of her revenue by the 
loss of duties on nitrate shipments, by the necessity 
of feeding the 50,000 men from the nitrate dis- 
trict, who are at present out of work, and by the 
lack of outlet for her agricultural products, which, 
in normal times, look to the nitrate pampas for 
their market. It is vital to Chilean interests that 
the nitrate industry be revived at the earliest 
possible moment. 

THe VALUE OF THE PEso. 

The lack of movement in the nitrate market, and 
the general depression, has entailed a gradual 
depreciation of the Chilean peso, until at one time 
it was quoted at less than 6d., a low water mark 
not hitherto touched. In order to check specula- 
tion, the Stock Exchange adopted measures to 
ensure a sufficient cover being put up for all opera- 
tions in exchange and in shares. The measures 
have had the expected effect, and the volume of 
movement on the Stock Exchange has been lessened 
but the market is now affected by comparatively 
small transactions, and fluctuations in rates and 
prices have been violent. 

In April, 1921, the loeal Stock Exchange altered 
its method of quoting exchange on London from 
pence in relation to pesos to pesos in relation ‘to 
pounds sterling. It is reported that this change 
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bas been effected at the wish of the Chilean 
(jovernment, who desire that exchange shall be 
quoted on the European plan of units of local 
currency to the pound sterling, rather than the 
reverse method, which is generally followed in 
other South American countries. The alteration in 
the method of quoting exchange was made at the 
instance of the Minister of Finance as part of the 
means employed to stem speculation in exchange, 
A Board of Shareholders of the Valparaiso Bolsa 
was formed to consider this question, and, as a 
result of their deliberations, it was agreed that in 
future any exchange transactions effected through 
the Bolsa would require the visa of the drawing 
banks or of a nitrate or importing house, which the 
(Juarantee Office of the Bolsa would certify, and the 
amount of which it would fix in accordance with 
{he capital of the buyers and sellers of bills. For 
the purpose of this certification the Bolsa would 
carry a special account for each buyer and seller of 
bills, and it would be part of the arrangement that 
the banks and drawing houses limit their visas to 
{ransactions arising out of genuine commercial 
operations, 





Futrure PROSPECTS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation, 
Santiago (Mr. W. F. V. Scott), in his Report 
on Chile for 1921, writes that although it 
is impossible to say how long the present 
crisis will last, it may safely be said that 
any material improvement in the _ depression 
from which the whole world is suffering will 
bring about a corresponding revival of business 
in Chile. Her mainstay is nitrate, and until the 
present large stocks in Kurope, America, and on 
the spot have been disposed of, the oficinas cannot 
be worked. The prospects of this at the present 
time are very remote. Only a few spasmodic trans- 
actions can be expected from Chile for some time 
to come. Stocks in nearly all classes of goods are 
still heavy and, in many cases, in order to create 
sales and realise ready cash, they are being sold at 
a loss and at lower prices than they could be pur- 
chased in the markets of production abroad. Money 
is very scarce and the general public is not buying. 
The trade in all iron and steel manufactures, gener- 
ally, is at a standstill. except in rails and railway 
material, of which large quantities are being 
acquired by the State railways. 


The Revised Customs Tariff, which came into 
force on 25rd February, 1921, and the increased 
duties on tobacco and alcoholic beverages, have had 
serious effects on the importing capacity of the 
country. Perfumes, soaps, and toilet preparations 
have practically ceased to be imported, and will 
in future be manufactured in the country. 
Imported liquors are beyond the reach of most, and 
a great decrease has taken place in the importation, 
whilst the country is flooded with innumerable 
adulterated liquors, so-called gin, whisky, cognac, 
etc. The tobacco tax has practically killed the 
business in imported cigarettes, and cigars are only 
smoked by the wealthy classes. 

The object of these increased Tariffs was twofold 
-—to protect national industries and increase the 
revenues. The tax on liquors, owing to decreased 
consumption, has been a complete failure, and 
there are rumours of a further revision and reduc- 
tion of the Tariff. The tobacco tax, however, has 
been successful in increasing the revenue under 
that heading. The British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany is stated to be opening a factory in Valparaiso 
for the manufacture of foreign cigarettes in the 
country. The policy of the Government and _ the 
people is protection for national industries and 
capital, to the exclusion, where possible, of foreign 
influence, and capital. The President’s expressed 
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desire is to nationalise banking and insurance, and 
to pass Laws to protect national industries, capital, 
and the National Merchant Marine.

BRITISH COAL MINING INDUSTRY. 


THE FIRST QUARTER OF 1922. 

The coal mining industry maintained during the 
frst three months of 1922 the progress which had 
been established during the last quarter of 1921, 
the total quantity of saleable coal raised amounting 
to 61 million tons, or 7 million tons more than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1921. This was partly 
attributable to the earlier incidence of the Easter 
holidays in 1921. The estimated total number of 
persons employed in and about coal mines was 
1,091,000, including clerks and other salaried _per- 
sons, and compares with 1,233,000 persons similarly 
employed in the first quarter of 1921 and 1,117,000 
persons in the first half of 1914. | 

The demand for coal from abroad continued to 
expand, and coal shipments during the early months 
of 1922 , were equal to four-fifths of the shipments 
during the corresponding period of 1915, a year of 
exceptional trade activity. At home, the consump- 
tion of industrial coal showed some improvement, 
and amounted to about six-sevenths of the consump- 
tion during the first quarter of 1915. 

Prices of coal exported tended upward, whilst those 
of the home supply moved slowly downwards. The 
improvement in export prices, however, was insuff- 
cient to arrest the downward tendency in wages 
paid to miners in the exporting districts, in the 
principal of which the minimum level was reached 
during the first three months of 1922. Only in the 
following districts have wages been maintained 
above the minimum level throughout the quarter, 
viz., Hastern area (including Yorkshire, Derby, Not- 
tingham, Leicester, Cannock Chase, and Warwick) ; 
Tancashire, North Staffordshire, and Cheshire; 
Bristol; and in the Radstock district of Somerset.

In the table which follows particulars are shown 
of the tonnage of coal raised and weighed at the 
pits during the 13 weeks ended Ist April, 1922, in 
each of the principal colliery districts of Great 
Britain, with corresponding figures for the first and 
the last quarters of 1921.

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In every district the output of coal during the 
first quarter of 1922 was greater than during the 
last quarter of 1921, the increase being most 
inarked in the Yorkshire, Derby, Nottingham and 
Leicester, Durham and South Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire Districts. 

As compared with the corresponding period of 
1921, the most notable improvements were recorded 
in the South Wales and Monmouth, Yorkshire, 
Northumberland, and in the Durham districts. In 
the Lancashire, Cheshire, and North Wales district 
alone was the output of coal lower than in the first 
quarter of 1921.

The numbers employed have steadily increased 
during the past quarter from 1,059,000 on 7th 
January to 1,085,500 on Ist April, and were 10,000 
higher on the average than in the previous quarter. 
The increases since the latter date were almost 
entirely confined to the principal exporting dis- 
tricts, viz., Northumberland, Durham and South 
Wales and Monmouth. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1921, there 
were 141,000 fewer wage-earners on colliery books, 
the reduction in South Wales and Monmouth alone 
amounting to 51,500 wage-earners. 


Days WorkKED AND LoSs?. 


Coal was wound at the pits on 66°85 days during 
the 183 weeks ended Ist April, 1922, an increase of 
411 days as compared with the previous period, 
and of 7°62 days as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1921. The analysis of the possible 
working time of the pits in each of the periods 
referred to shows the working results :—

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The improvement in employment in the first 
quarter of 1922 was chiefly due to the reduction in 
the time lost by the pits through want of trade and 
transport difficulties, amounting to four days, as 
compared with the first and last quarters of 1921. 
The Easter holidays, which occurred later in 1922 
than in 1921, account for the apparent reduction in 
the time lost through holidays. The particulars 
above afford only an approximate index of the 
number of days actually worked by the persons 
employed at the mines, since a proportion of them 
were absent each day owing to sickness, injury, or 
other causes, both voluntary and involuntary. 


OUTPUT PER SHIFT. 


Whilst a precise statement as to the average 
output of coal per man-shift worked in the first 
quarter of 1922 is not practicable, it appears pro- 
bable that the rate was not less than in the previous 
quarter, when it was estimated to be 19°2 ewt. per 
man-shift. 


CoAL SHIPPED ABROAD AND AVAILABLE FOR 
CONSUMPTION AT Home. 


The quantity of coal shipped abroad either as 
cargo or for the use of vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade during the first quarter of 1922 was 
17% million tons, or 24 million tons more than in 
the previous quarter and twice as much as was 
exported during the first quarter of 1921. 

The shipments during the first quarter of 1922 
and 1913 are compared below and the principal 
destinations of the cargo shipments indicated :—

It will be seen that the present rate of export to 
France, Belgium, and Italy, the countries specified 
in the Reparation Agreement in regard to deli- 
veries of German coal, was nearly equal to the rate 
in 1915, and in the case of coal exported to other 
furopean and Mediterranean countries, except 
Russia, the recovery amounted to one-half to five- 
sixths. Kxcept to South America, where the rate 
of exports was less than one-half that of 1913, the 
exports to destinations outside Europe and the 
Mediterranean were on the whole greater than in 
1915. 

Shipments during the first three months of 1922 
from the north-eastern ports were equal to six- 
sevenths of those in 1913, those from the Bristol 
Channel ports to three-quarters, from Scotland 
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three-fifths, from the Humber two-fifths, and from 
the north-western ports (including the Mersey) one. 
fourth of those in 1918. 

The quantity of coal available for consumption 
in the United Kingdom in the first quarter of 1922 
was 42} million tons, allowance being made for the 
coal-equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel ex. 
ported. In the corresponding period of the year 
1918 the quantity of coal available for consump. 
{ion in the United Kingdom was 48? million tons, 
No allowance has been made in either period for 
the difference in the stocks of coal held at the be. 
oinning and the end of the quarter. 


SELLING PRICES. 


While there has been a small reduction in the 
prices of the best qualities of house coal since the 
end of 1921, and a more substantial reduction in 
certain qualities of steam coal, the price of coal 
exported has tended on the whole to increase during 
February and March, 1922. ‘The following are the 
quotations per ton for particular qualities of coal 
in continuation of similar particulars published in 
the ‘‘ Journal’ of 26th January (page 95).

The average declared value of the coal exported, 
which amounted to 24s. lld. per ton f.o.b. in 
December, 1921, fell in January, 1922, to 23s. 10d. 
per ton, and to 22s. 2d. per ton in February, 1922. 
In March, 1922, the average value was 22s. 3d. per 
ton f.o.b. 

WAGES. 


Wages have continued to decline since the end 
of 1921 in the majority of districts, except those in 
which the minimum basis was previously reached, 
e.g., Cumberland, Newbury district of Somerset, 
Kent, and (virtually) in South Wales and Mon- 
mouth. The minimum level of wages has since 
been reached in Durham, Northumberland, South 
Staffordshire and Shropshire, Scotland, and in 
North Wales, while in the Forest of Dean district 
the minimum level reached in January and 
February was exceeded again in March.

Reference was made in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ referred 
to above to the subsistence wage paid to day-wage- 
men prescribed in certain districts under the Settle- 
ment of July, 1921, in which the normal wage fails 
to provide a specified minimum.

In the county of Kent 6d. was contributed by the 
owners from Ist November, 1921, on every ton of 
coal produced for the purpose of supplementing the 
wages of the lower paid workers. As from Ist 
February, the contribution was reduced to 3d. per 
ton, but this was payable up to six shifts per week, 
instead of four shifts as previously. 


ACCIDENTS. 

During the first quarter of 1922, 249 persons were 
reported as killed and 1,147 persons were reported 
as seriously injured * by accidents in and about 
mines, including mines at which minerals other than 
coal were obtained. The principal causes of such 
accidents were due to falls of ground and haulage 
accidents below ground. In the following state- 
ment particulars of accidents at all mines are com- 
pared during the first quarter of each of the years 
1920 to 1922.

SUEZ CANAL TRAFFIC IN 1921. 


According to statistics issued by the Suez Canal 
Company, 3,975 vessels with an aggregate net ton- 
nage of 18,118,999 tons passed through the Canal 
in the year 1921, as compared with 4,009 vessels 
and 17,574,657 tons in 1920, and 5,085 vessels and 
20,035,884 tons in 1915. 

The number of vessels under the British flag in- 
cluded in the total for 1921 was 2,418 and the ton- 
nage 11,597,019 tons net (or 629 per cent. of the 
tonnage for all flags). They are grouped under the

INTOXICATING LIQUOR LEGISLATION IN 
SWEDEN. 


In accordance with the recommendations of a 
committee of experts it is proposed in a Bill, dated 
10th Mareh (No. 191) and having for its object the 
emendation of the Intoxicating Liquors Ordinance 
as regards wholesale trade in spirits, that a whole- 
sale trade in intoxicating liquors (including beer) 
shall be carried on only by a company formed for 
the purpose approved by the Government for a 
period of not less than five, and not exceeding ten 
years. The company’s profit, states H.M. Minister 
at Stockholm, after appropriation in accordance 
with rules to be laid down by the Crown, is to be 
transferred to the Treasury account. The Bill also 
defines the powers of the ‘‘ Price and Purchase 
Committee ’’ appointed by the Control Board to 
supervise the purchase of spirits and wine by the 
‘* System ’’ companies. The company is to be so 
constituted that the State is to have a preponder- 
ating influence on its management, and the com- 
pany is otherwise to be subject to State control. °

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UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 

The representative in London of the Irving 
National Bank, New York, has received cable 
advices to the effect that general production in the 
nutomobile industry of the United States 1s esti- 
imated at little, if any, short of 100 per cent. of 
capacity. The consumption of wool in March, at 
G2.385.000 lb., was the highest in any month for 
the past two years, and consumption during the first 
quarter of the present year was 75 per cent. above 
that of the corresponding period of 1921. Building 
contracts awarded in April established a new high 
record in value. 


SALE OF MALT EXTRACTS IN BUENOS AIRES. 

By a recent Decree of the Municipality of Buenos 
Aires, extracts of malt are required to be analysed 
and approved by the Municipal Authorities before 
being offered for sale in the municipality of Buenos 
Aires. 


CONSULAR INVOICES, ETC., FOR PARAGUAY. 

With reference to Decree No. 14326 of 7th 
January, which would regulate the manner of pre- 
paring Consular invoices and general manifests of 
cargoes for Paraguay (see the ** Journal ”’ of 20th 
April, page 420), H.M. Chargé d’ Affaires at Asun- 
cion has eabled that the application of this Decree 
has now been indefinitely postponed. 


THE COST OF COTTAGE BUILDING. 

In view of the high cost of building the Building 
Research Board of the Department of Scientific and 
Tndustrial Research have investigated the efficiency 
of certain older methods of construction which have 
now fallen into disuse. It is thought that in suit- 
able localities the revival of some of these methods 
might be advantageous. 

A Report,* recently issued, describes the constructions of 
five experimental cottages which combined a trial of these 
traditional methods with experiments in as many different 
new methods and items of construction as possible. The five 
cottages were constructed of brick, concrete, chalk and 
cement, rammed chalk and straw, and rammed chalk re- 
spectively ; all these materials were available in the neigh- 
bourhood. Architectural considerations and the general 
scheme of research are set forth in Part |. of that Report, 
and full details of construction are given in Part Il. The 
Report is illustrated with plans, working drawings, an: 
many photographs which are described in the text. 

The cob and pise de terre methods of construction are 
dealt with in a further Report? issued by the Board. The 
first part deals with cob and comprises notes on Devonshire 
cob walls, clay-lump building in Norfolk, and mud-walling 
in Bengal. Part LI. describes pise de terre, the correspond- 
ing Belgian system (‘‘ Le Terradamente ’’), and pise de 
terre in the Simla Hills and other places. This collection 
of notes may be useful as a guide to those who are obliged 
or pleased, in exceptional circumstances, to make the best 
of local materials. The methods described have the merit 
of simplicity. The results of conipression tests on pise de 
terre blocks are given, and the Report concludes with a 
short bibliography of the subject. This report is also illus- 
trated by photographs. 

A third Report? gives a diagrammatical analysis of the 
costs of construction of workmen’s cottages built during the 
war. Some of the diagrams may be utilised as labour- 
saving devices for calculating the requirements of men and 
material in housing schemes; they include a set of progress 
diagrams which, if kept up-to-date, will enable a close watch 
to be kept on schemes in progress. A full explanation of 
the methods by which the diagrams were compiled is given 
in the text. 

The three reports mentioned above should be of 
interest to all those who are concerned in housing 
schemes or in building generally.

Much 
surprise was expressed at the remarkable develop- 
ments by various foreign competitors in certain 
classes of textile production. 

A large number of samples were loaned to in- 
terested firms at the close of the Exhibition, and 
humerous enquiries were received by the Officers in 
charge for various forms of assistance in matters of 
export trade. The Manchester Chamber of Com. 
merce rendered valuable help in organising and 
promoting the objects of the Exhibition. |

AUSTRALIA. 


BRITISH RECOVERY IN COMPETITIVE 
IMPORT TRADE. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has issued 
his annual statistical summary of the trade of the Common- 
wealth for the year ended 30th June, 1921, which shows a 
gratifying increase in the proportion of British trade from 
46-6 per cent. (£34,492,061) in 1918-19 to 60°8 per cent. in 
1920-21, although the pre-war level of 63°0 per cent. has not 
yet been regained. United States trade during the above 
period decreased from 29°38 per cent. (£21,744,110) to 20°13 
per cent., whilst Japanese trade also decreased from 11:0 
(£8,203,721) to 3°88 per cent. 

It will be noted that the value of British competitive 
imports in 1920-21 was double that of the previous year. 

The table given below shows the relative shares of the 
United Kingdom and its two principal competitors, the 
United States and Japan, during the periods 1919-20 and 
1920-21, compared with the last pre-war vear. The total 
imports from the United Kingdom during the period ended 
30th June, 1921, were valued at £76,620,169, or nearly 
double those of the previous vear. Imports from the United 
States in the same period were valued at £25,378,452, an 
increase of about 50 per cent., while those from Japan 
were valued at £4,896,818 against £3,777,610 in 1919-20. 
Values of imports from the United Kingdom of metal 
manufactures and machinery, textiles, paper, stationery, 
earthenware, chemicals, and unmanufactured animal sub- 
stances show the greatest increases. The United States 
show greatest increases in imports of metals and machinery, 
textiles and chemicals, and Japan in textiles and earthen- 
ware.

CANADA. 





WESTERN TRADE CONDITIONS AND 
OUTLOOK. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
WINNIPEG. 
A better business tone is in evidence throughout 


Western Canada, due largely to the recent substantial 
advance in prices for grain. If present prices of wheat are 
secured for the exportable balance remaining on hand, 
several million dollars will be realised in Western Canada 
in excess of the amount estimated at 3lst December last. 

Reliable reports indicate that many new settlers from the 
United States are expected to arrive during the spring. 
Railway companies for the first time in several years have 
re-established special low fares for home seekers from 
United States points. New settlers from the United King- 
dom have arrived in moderate numbers. 


POSITION OF THE FARMER. 


Western Canada has passed through the difficult period 
covered by the past five months or so without much disturb- 
ance to the industrial and commercial fabric. The volume 
of business generally has not been less than was expected. 
Stocks of merchandise have been reduced in volume, and, 
with any improvement in conditions, buying by the trade 
will be in evidence. The foundation of all trade in Western 
Canada is the grain crop, and prosperity in this market is 
dependent almost entirely on the purchasing power of the 
grain produced. The 1921 crop was large in volume, but 
much of it was sold at little or no profit. High costs of 
grain production, followed by declining prices in the world’s 
markets, depressed general business temporarily during the 
winter months. 

The Western farmer to-day is, in some cases, a reluctant 
purchaser of merchandise or equipment because he feels 
that other commodities have not deflated to the extent of 
his grain, and in other cases he has not the wherewithal to 
purchase even if he would. The present position of the 
iarmer is easily traceable through retailer and wholesaler 
to the manufacturer and accounts for much of the country- 
wide depression. It is reflected in saw mills in British 
Columbia on half-time, light passenger traffic on railroads, 
and in a dozen other ways, including heavily decreased sales 
by farm implement dealers. 

A recent trip by the writer from Winnipeg to Vancouver, 
British Columbia, revealed a healthy optimism and great 
confidence that this part of the Dominion is weathering the 
deflation storm without the expected number of failures. 
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New bond issues by Western Governments have been quickly 
absorbed by the markets at better prices than for some 
time. Although the present volume of business is below 
normal, there are signs that the worst is over and a slow 
but steady improvement has already started. This is parti- 
cularly noticeable in areas where mixed farming is prac- 
tised. Prices of grains and live stock have stiffened to some 
extent since the first of the year. The advance in the 
price of wheat from the low rate of 1 dol. 6 cents per 
bushel, has, however, come too late substantially to benefit 
many of the producers of the 1921 grain crop. Western 
farmers have some 25,000,000 bushels of wheat left to sell 
from the 260,000,000 bushel crop of 1921. 


TeExTILE Market Conptmtrions. 


Stocks of merchandise in many lines with both the whole- 
sale and retail trade are below normal, and buying in con- 
servative volume is again in evidence with this trade. In 
cottons, ginghams are scarce and prices remain firm. Silks 
have been in moderately strong demand. In_ woollens, 
novelty weaves are in evidence, and jersey cloth also 
appears to continue a favourite. There is a distant demand 
for medium and low priced serges. Canadian mills have 
secured practically all the present season’s trade in prints, 
flannelette, and common calico. Canadian and United 
States textile mills have advanced their prices on cotton 
piece-goods approximately 15 per cent. from the low price 
of December. Travellers now report better business from 
country points than was obtainable prior to Christmas. 
Collections continue to be slow. 

A good demand is in evidence this season for heather 
mixture in hosiery, while silk and fibre hose also continue 
in favour. Canadian manufacturers of knitted goods are 
turning out some exceptionally good lines of hosiery and 
underwear, which compete in price and compare favourably 
in quality and design with the imported product. It is, 
however, gratifying to record that substantial orders for 
British hosiery and underwear are reported by wholesale 
importers in the West. Slow deliveries from some United 
Kingdom manufacturers are reported, which in the present 
“hand to mouth buying ”’ condition of trade is unfortz- 
nate. Delays of this sort merely play into the hands of 
manufacturers on this continent nearer to the market. 
Buyers on this side are fully aware that a longer time for 
delivery is required from the United Kingdom than 
from Canadian and United States houses, but complain 
that dates agreed on for delivery are not kept by some 
United Kingdom firms. Indeed, one very large importer is 
now cancelling many orders from the United Kingdom 
owing to delayed delivery of hosiery for the winter and 
early spring trade. 


HARDWARE AND ALLIED LINES. 


This trade can only be described as distinctly quiet. 
Wholesale stocks are about norma! and retail stocks below 
normal. Any marked improvement in general conditions 
will undoubtedly be reflected in purchases by the wholesale 
trade. Manufacturers of hardware and cutlery, both in the 
United Kingdom and on the North American Continent, 
are now giving very prompt deliveries. Stocks of staple 
lines in plumbers’ fittings and sanitary goods are ample 
for present demands. The wholesale hardware trade is only 
buying at short notice for known requirements. 


OvTLOOK IN BurLpING CONSTRUCTION. 


With reductions in costs of building materials and wages 
a decided revival of building is expected during the year. 
Contracts awarded during February in Western Canada 
amounted to 2,198,700 dols., compared with only 601,500 
dols. in February, 1921. New building construction work 
contemplated in Western Canada as at 28th February 1s 
valued at 6,004,200 dols. These figures do not include 
harbour and dock works. The wholesale price index of 48 
building materials was recently at 88 per cent. above 1913, 
compared with the peak of 183 per cent. in May, 1920. 

The need for more houses is urgent throughout the West, 
and it is in construction under this classification that the 
greatest activity may be looked for. On the other hand, 
owing to the need for economy in public expenditure, only a 
limited number of new buildings under this heading are 
probable. Preliminary work may be started on new 
buildings for the Universities of British Columbia 
and Manitoba in Vancouver and Winnipeg respec- 
tively, though actual construction is not probable before 

- Some 10 million dols. will be required for the two 
enterprises. The British Columbia Government are about 
to erect a mental hospital in that Province, and a chemistry 
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building at the University at Saskatchewan is about to be 
commenced. 
British Success 1n TELEPHONE SvupPLiks. 

By securing contracts valued at over 500,000 dols. for 
automatic telephone equipment in Western Canada, a 
British firm, in competition with American manufacturers, 
has established a trade connection for United Kingdom 
manutacturers which should be the commencement of a 
large and permanent trade to this market. The success 
of the British firm in question has been most favourably 
commented upon throughout the West. Annual expendi- 
ture on telephone supplies normally amounts to very large 
sums in this territory, where the telephone is looked upon 
as an essential utility of every day life. 

OPENING FOR ENGINEERING EQuIPMENT. 

In other and heavier engineering lines, United Kingdom 
manufacturers are forging ahead in Western Canada. 
British built semi-Diesel engines of moderate size for light- 
ing plants in country districts, and small stationary engines 
for use on farms are likely to find a sale here in the near 
future. American competition will be keen for a time but 
users in this territory are gradually realising the high quali- 
ties of the British product. 

AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT. 

Last year witnessed a marked shrinkage in purchases by 
the farmer and fairly heavy stocks of agricultural equip- 
ment have been carried over by dealers to the 1922 season. 
Drastic reductions in prices of popular farm tractors and 
tractor ploughs are now in evidence though few sales are 
reported. The present vear-is likely to be one of keen com- 
petition in this line with little or no profit for manufac- 
turers. Several schemes for an increase of immigration 
and colonisation to Western Canada are under considera- 
tion and, if any prove successful, they should stimulate the 
demand for equipment. The trade this season, however, is 
likely to be quite moderate. 

An increase in dairy farming is probable in many dis- 
tricts. The dairying industry, which has shown remarkable 
increases of late vears, and has proved stable and _ profit- 
able, requires several lines of equipment not wanted by the 
grain farmer. A fairly good demand for dairy equipment 
is expected. 


RETURNING DEMAND FOR BritisnH Goons. 


The present position of the importing trade of Western 
Canada may be summed up thus:—At no previous time has 
the desire for British goods been so marked as now, but the 
small, quick repeat order methods at present in vogue 
favour the factories within a few days’ rail haul. At the 
same time a beginning is noticeable on the part of the 
largest importers to return to ‘‘ placing ’’ orders, parti- 
cularly in hosiery, underwear, and piece-goods for forward 
delivery from United Kingdom firms. One well-known dry 
goods importer in the West summed up the view of the 
majority when he made a statement a few days ago that 
the trade welcomed the signs of a return to more stable 
conditions which is enabling importers to again depend on 
the known and tried sources of supply in the Old Country.

DANZIG. 








LAPSE OF TRADE RESTRICTIONS 
BETWEEN DANZIG AND POLAND. 


(From H.M. Consul.) 
DANZIG. 

The restrictions-frontier (Wirtschaftsgrenze) between the 
Free City of Danzig and Poland, as stipulated in the Con- 
vention of 24th October, 1921 (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 19th 
January, page 67), lapsed on Ist April, with certain limita- 
tions and exemptions. Until lst January, 1922, all goods 
for Poland passed through the territory of the Free City 
duty-free in bond, subject to the Polish Tariffs and restric- 
tions only, but that Germany supplied Danzig, for her own 
internal use only, with goods at inland prices on condition 
that these were not re-exported and that Danzig should 
apply the German Tariffs and restrictions to goods from 
abroad. 

On Ist January, 1922, the Polish Tariffs were accepted by 
Danzig with the modifications detailed in the subsidiary 
Convention of 2lst December, 1921. Until the fall of the 
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economic frontier on Ist April Germany continued to supply 
Danzig with goods for her own internal use at inland prices, 
upon which, however, Danzig had to pay the Polish Tariffs. 

A marked increase in prices of many articles (including 
even certain raw materials), hitherto regarded as neces- 
saries in Danzig, made itself noticeable. With the fall of 
the economic frontier and the lapse of restrictions between 
Danzig and Poland the position has altered. 

New GERMAN Export REGULATIONS. 

For many years to come Danzig will require considerable 
imports from Germany, and the attitude, therefore, of 
Germany to this question was for Danzig one of great 
importance. 

The following new Regulations with regard to German 
exports to Danzig have been made in Germany :— 

In order to avoid serious damage to the economic life of 
Danzig, Germany has granted from Ist April to the Free 
City certain quantities (Kontingenten) to cover her own 
need in German goods. In fixing these contingents special 
consideration will be taken of the requirements. of Danzig’s 
industry, retail trade, and of the working population. 


German manufacturers and merchants have declared 
themselves ready to deliver these contingents at inland 
prices or little over. The Foreign Trade Offices will issue 
export permits within the limits of these contingents on the 
specified lines. For goods outside these contingents export 
permits will only be granted by Germany within the genera! 
Regulations governing exports abroad, i.e., at the lowest 
export prices. Export dues will in all cases be raised on 
exports to Danzig according to the general Regulations in 
force at the time. 

Insufficient time has as yet élapsed for the full effect of 
Polish Tariffs and restrictions on Danzig industry and 
commerce to make themselves felt; nevertheless a consider- 
able increase in the cost of living has already taken place, 
and no small disturbance has been caused in the general 
commerce of the Free City.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER.

RAILWAYS AND SHIPPING. 

No new railway lines were laid in 1921, and fast trains 


to the German main line are still wanting. 

During the vear 669 ships arrived at the port and 660 
ships departed therefrom, as compared with 790 and 79 
respectively in 1920. The slight deciine in 1921 is attri- 
buted to the depression in the timber industry and markets 
of the world. A sum of 15,000,000 marks has been allotted 
during the year for the upkeep and extension of the port.

NETHERLANDS. 








AGRICULTURE IN 1921. 

In the course of his Report* on the Economic, Financial 
and Industrial Conditions of the Netherlands during 1921 
and up to February of the present year, the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague states that fruit 
exports during 1921 diminished considerably in value, and 
although the full vear’s figures are not yet available, the 
decrease in the value of fruit shipments alone amounted to 
over 42 million florins. The pre-war position is slowly re- 
turning, however, and the British market is again becoming 
the principal consumer, the German demand having 
dropped off since the termination of the war. 


INCREASED Exports OF VEGETABLES. 


As regards vegetables, prices were higher owing to the 
great drought, but notwithstanding the smalier crop exports 
did not shrink, so that obviously the home demand was cur- 
tailed. The British market, too, is more and more becom- 
ing the mainstay for exporters, with the exception of such 
vegetables as cabbages and turnips, which have usually 
found their way across the eastern frontier. The value of 
the exports for the first eleven months of 1921 exceeded the 
previous year’s by nearly 3 million florins. 

The export of dried vegetables has practically ceased, and 
brined and similarly preserved vegetables have not only 
decreased in volume but also considerably in value. The 
peneral opinion as regards the results of the vegetable export 
trade does not give rise to great hope, and efforts are being 
made to find new markets; tor example, for tomatoes, which 
it is hoped may be exported to the United States. 


HorticuLturaL IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


A steady revival of the export trade in bulbs has con- 
tinued since the war terminated, the principal markets 
being the United Kingdom and the United States, values 
practically remaining at the same level as in the previous 
year. The same may be said in a lesser degree of the 
export of shrubs, ete., but in this case the exports to the 
United States showed a considerable drop, so that this 
industry remained in the precarious condition to which it 
was brought by the war. 


According to statistics, the total value ot exported horti- 
cultural produce remained the same as in 1920, namely, 
about 70 million florins. Imports of horticultural produce, 
including Mediterranean and Levant dried fruit, increased 
in value by some 10 million florins to nearly 40 million 
florins. 

The area under cultivation of flax in the Nether- 
lands during the year was 9,622 hectares, compared 
with 25,000 hectares in 1920. It is reported that 
the yield of the 1921 crop has been’ exceedingly 
small on account of the drought, the quality of the 
straw and the seed being far below the average in con- 
Bequence. The weather conditions during the harvesting 
operations were said to have been all that could be desired, 
but this did not improve the quality of the resultant crop. 

A quantity of about 1,000 bags of Russian flaxseed was 
sown during the year. It is not expected, however, that 
there will be any great supply of Russian child from the 
1921 crop available, as the small harvest will probably be 
required for that country’s own sowings in 1922. A rough 
Computation of the seed available for export and fit for sow- 
ing is about 6,000 bags of 33 bushels each, against 6,600 bags 
exported for the 192] sowing. 

MISCELLANEOUS Crops. 
_In spite of the very limited rainfall during the year it 
18 reported that the condition of the crops generally is 
Satisfactory, winter grain and peas being in extremely good 
condition in consequence of the dry weather, while the con- 
dition of sugar beet is also favourable. It was also expected 
that the crop of potatoes would be entirely satisfactory as 
no phytophtora disease had been noticed. 

Owing to the dry weather in July and August, however, 
the crop of clover, autumn turnips, and spurry for the 
greater part failed in the sandy districts. This shortage in 
the crop of clover was regarded as very serious in view of 
the limited supply of hay, and it was considered probable 
that during the winter a shortage of cattle fodder would be 
elt.

THE DAIRYING INDUSTRY IN 1921. 

The production of milk in Switzerland increased steadily 
throughout the summer months. The hot weather in June 
and July was somewhat prejudicial, but a sufficiency of rain 
fell later, and, favoured by a warm autumn, the forage crops 
were good, both as to quality and quantity. With the addi- 
tional advantages of cheap prices for concentrated foods, 
the prospects of a sufficient supply of milk for the winter 
months were good, states the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Berne, in his recent Report on the Finance, 
Industry, and Commerce of Switzerland. (H.M. Stationery 
Office. Price 1s. 9d. net.) The situation of the Swiss milk 
industry, which has been very precarious for the last few 
years, 1s still in a critical position. In addition to foreign 
exchange difficulties, the effect of the foot and mouth 
epidemic of 1920 is still being felt, and from 65 to 90 per cent. 
of the fresh milk has to be given up for the supply of urban 
districts. As a result of these difficulties, operations have 
had to be curtailed, and some milk factories have been 
obliged to close down. 

The export of condensed milk in 1921 amounted to 
16,989 tons, as compared with 15,557 tons in the previous 
year. The chief markets are shown in the following table :—

Fresh milk was also exported, Germany taking 2,794 tons 
and France 392 tons. On the other hand, 8,940 tons were 
imported from France. . 


CHEESE INDUSTRY. 

This industry is suffering from the low rates of exchange 
in other countries, and the future of the export trade de- 
pends on a general improvement in this factor. At present 
the country is only doing one-tenth of the amount of its 
normal pre-war export trade, but owing to the abatement 
of foot and mouth disease exports were larger in 1921 than 
in 1920, 3,650 tons of hard cheese, valued at 22,707,000 frs., 
having been exported, as compared with 1,104 tons, valued 
at 6,562,000 frs. France is the principal importing country. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





EXPORTS OF FOOTWEAR TO GERMANY 
IN 1921. 


According to statistics published by  ‘‘ Commerce 
Reports ’’ (United States Department of Commerce, Wash- 
ington), 281,085 pairs of boots and shoes, valued at 499,399 
dols., were exported from the United States to Germany 
last vear. These figures compare with 328,298 pairs, valued 
at 1,234,807 dols., in 1920, and 29,108 pairs, valued’ at 
88,490 dols., in 1919. In 1913, the last full year before the 
war, the exports of footwear totalled 511,468 pairs, valued 
at 1,433,275 dols.

COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued. 





Should either of the contracting parties subject the 
import or export of certain products to ‘‘ controlled 
rice’? conditions, the conditions applied to goods from 
the territory of the other party shall be the most favour- 
able accorded to any third Power or its nationals. 

Customs dues shall not be charged on goods imported for 
warehousing or transit to any destination, except those 
levied to cover supervision and administration expenses. 

Most favoured nation treatment is provided for in cases 
where any privilege in respect of import, export, or transit 
dues, etc., is granted to a third Power. In the case of con- 
sumption dues national treatment is to be accorded. Both 
parties reserve to themselves the right to accord preferen- 
tial treatment to Border States with which they may enter 
into economic unions. 

In order to restrict the benefits above mentioned to the 
products of their respective territories, the contracting 
parties shall require Certificates of Origin in respect of im- 
ported goods. In the case of natural products it must be 
shown that these originated in the territory of the other 
party , and in the case of manufactured products that half 
at least of the value is represented by the value of 
materials originating in the said territory and the cost of 
the manufacturing process, 

Each of the parties undertakes to take all necessary 
measures to safeguard the goods of the other from unfair 
competition, and to prevent the manufacture and sale of 
goods bearing false indications of origin and nature, and 
“regional appellations.’? (In regard to this last, a period 
of three months shall be allowed for the sale of goods bought 
before the coming into force of the Convention.) Industrial] 
property rights are also protected. 

Commercial travellers having identity cards shall be per- 
nitted to import samples or models free of import or ex- 
port dues, provided that they are re-exported within a cer- 
tain time. Commercial companies constituted in con- 
formity with the Laws of the one country may carry on 
business in the territory of the other, national treatment 
being accorded in the matter of taxation. 

National treatment is also provided for in shipping 
matters except in regard to coasting trade; vessels engaged 
in this trade shall receive most favoured nation treat- 
ment. The Polish Authorities undertake to facilitate as far 
as possible the transport of Polish emigrants under the 
French flag. 

The Convention shall be ratified and shall come into force 
eight davs after the approval of the Polish Parliament has 
been notified in Paris. It shall remain in force for one 
year and mav be renewed thereafter for three monthiv 
periods.

PORT WORKS AT LYONS. 
(From H.M. Consul-General.) 
Lyons. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the Municipal Council 
recently signed an agreement regarding the contribution 
by the town of Lyons for the construction of a port on the 
Hiver Saone, to be named Fort Rambaud. 

The work commenced in 1918 will probably be finished by 
the summer of 1923. It consists of an embankment formed 
of gravel obtained from the Rhone and surrounded by a 
cemented boom. It has been necessary to drag the muddy 
bottom for a certain length in order to avoid dislocation 
when the port is opened. The work has been rendered 
somewhat difficult at certain periods owing to scarcity of 
building material, especially at the commencement. 

In 1910 the estimate of the cost was 1,080,000 frs. After 
a further investigation, however, the estimated cost was 
increased to 1,550,000 frs. The war delayed the execution 
of the project, and the work commenced in 1918, when 
costs were much higher, has now mounted to 5,400,000 frs., 
including important improvements on the original project 
and the drainage of the platform, which was not foreseen 
at the 1914 adjudication. The State has established a 
temporary light railway at the port, which has been work- 
ing for two years. 

Before finishing the plans the Lyons Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1920 instructed the Chief Engineer of the Saone 
to visit certain ports on the Rhine in company with the 
Director of the Transport Office of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the South-East and another Saone engineer. 
These gentlemen were accompanied by representatives 
from the Paris-Lyons-Mediterranean Railway Company. 
The account rendered by this mission has now permitted 
the Chamber of Commerce to definitely decide on the plans 
for the railways, warehouses, shops, and rolling stock.

ForrEIGN CoMPETITION, 

Alsatian competition has made itself very evident, parti- 
cularly in the United States, and in some of the other 
countries favourably situated in regard to freights. No 
stone was left unturned to supplant the German salts on 
the world market, and to attain this end the policy was 
pursued, contrary to that of the German Potash Syndicate, 
of supplying foreign countries at considerably cheaper rates 
than its own agriculture. Spanish competition may be ex- 
cluded altogether for some time to come owing to the insur- 
mountable technical difficulties in regard to the shafts. 
The United States Potash Substitute Industry, which was 
inaugurated during the war, is no longer considered to be 
of importance. 

AMALGAMATION SCHEMES. 


The numerous amalgamation schemes in the potash in- 
dustry are progressing, as by a union of the administrations 
joint and cheap supply of materials, and union of works, it 
is possible to extract every advantage arising thereby. The 
industry is, it is true, on the road to becoming an absolute 
trust, and although the dangers of this development must 
be recognised, they recede in view of the legal protection 
behind the coercive Law, the object of which is to keep the 
German potash industry, the national monopoly of which 
was broken by the war, capable of competition. The 
Burbach-Kriigershall group has shown the greatest activity 
and energy in the extension of its spheres of interest. It 
acquired a decisive influence in Wittekind (Justus)—Carl- 
shall Ellers, and finally by taking over 2,000 mining shares 
acquired predominance over the Volkenroda concern, which 
in its turn at the beginning of the year had acquired 
Wilhelmshall-Oelsburg. The Burbach group thus enlarged 
comprises 20 works with nine chloride of potassium fac- 
tories, and has thus become the third largest concern. At 
the head is the Deutsche Kaliwerke-Konzern with 30 shafts, 
and ten factories. This concern confined itself this year to 
the acquisition of the majority of shares of the Gewerkschaft 
Grossherzog Wilhelm Ernst, but its extension policy would 
appear to be by no means ended. The second place is occu- 
pied by the Wintershall-Alexandershall concern with 28 
shafts and ten factories. 


New Capita.L ISSUES. 


The financing of these enormous unions required a large 
amount of capital, but even apart from this the potash 
industry was in need of financial assistance in order to 
cover losses, costs of new buildings, and repairs. In all, 
new shares to the amount of 230 million marks, nominal 
value, were issued, and 275 million marks were taken up in 
loans and about 100 million marks in contributions. In 
humerous cases even greater banking credits had to be 
called upon. In these increases of capital preference shares 
Were issued with a plural voting power as a protection 
against preponderating foreign influence. 


MINING COMPANIES. 


In order to give the mining companies the possibility of 
adapting themselves to the changed conditions brought 
about by the depreciation of the currency, the existing 
rigid form of the mining companies is to be relaxed in order 
to allow them to increase their shares in accordance with 
financial requirements up to 10,000. A draft of a Bill in 
regard to this question has already been submitted to the 
Prussian Landtag. 


FuTuRE PROSPECTS. 


Before the future prospects of the potash market can 
be judged it is of the utmost importance that the currency 
problem should be solved. What is necessary is the re- 
establishment of a currency equilibrium as a basis for the 
stable progress of reconstruction, and the potash industry 
will play an important part in this reconstruction. It 
should be borne in mind that the potash industry is one of 
the few which need no supplies of foreign raw material, 
but on the contrary foreign countries draw on the produce 
of the industry.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 
REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFE. 


The ‘‘ Customs and Excise Duties Ordinance, 1922,’ 
which came into force in British Honduras on Ist April, 
1922, substitutes revised Schedules of Import Duties and 
Free Goods for those previously in force under the Customs 
Duties Ordinance, 1920, as subsequently 





and Excise 
amended. 
The present Schedules differ from the former Schedules 
in a few instances. For example, the duties under the 
General Tariff on watches and clocks and parts thereof, 
jewellery, and tea, have been reduced from 25 per cent. ad 
valorem to 20 per cent. ad valorem, the duties on these 
ooods under the British Preferential Tariff remaining at 
10 per cent. ad valorem, The duty of 5 per cent. ad 
valorem formerly levied on various kinds of machinery im- 
ported from foreign countries has been abolished and all 
kinds of machinery imported into the Colony are now 
exempt from duty.

LEGALISATION OF INVOICES FOR GOODS 
DUTIABLE AD VALOREM. 


With reference to the notice at pages 194-195 of this 
‘* Journal’ for 15th February last regarding the Regula- 
tions in connection with the assessment of duty on goods 
which are dutiable ad valorem under the Spanish Customs 
Tariff, the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 11th May contains a 
Royal Order, dated 15th April, providing that, for the 
purpose of ‘‘ legalising ’’ original invoices covering goods 
dutiable ad valorem, Chambers of Commerce in foreign 
countries shall be regarded as local authorities competent 
to effect such ‘‘ legalisation,’’ in accordance with Article 5 
of the Royal Decree of Ist February. 





MODIFICATIONS OF THE NEW CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’”’ for 13th May contains a 
Royal Order, dated 12th May, which makes a number of 
changes in the new Spanish Customs Tariff which came into 
force on 16th February last, as modified by the Royal Order 
of 24th March. 

Particulars are given below of the changes made by the 
present Royal Order in the Import Tariff, the Explanatory 
Notes to the Import Tariff, the Export Tariff, and the 
General Regulations for the application of the Tariff. In 
so far as the changes involve reductions of duty, they were 
to come into force on 14th May; but in so far as they 
involve increases of duty they will not be applied to goods 
which were awaiting Customs clearance nor to those which, 
with direct bill of lading, are covered by waybill or mani- 
fest visaed by a Spanish Consul before the date on which 
the new duties come into force, 1.e., 16th May.

PROPOSALS OF INCREASED 

TSTOMS DUTIES. 

A telegram has been through the Colonial 
Office, from the Governor-General of the Union of South 
Africa giving particulars of the Budget proposals intro- 
duced into the Union Parliament on 5th May. The pro- 
posed changes, so far as they relate to the Customs Tariff, 
are the raising of the duty on blankets and rugs, cotton or 
woollen, from "20 per cent. ad valorem to 25 per cent. ad 
valorem; the imposition of a duty of Id. per Ib. on starch, 
and of a duty of 3d. per gross on crown corks and other 
stoppers. Special additional duties are also proposed on 
dumped goods coming from countries with depreciated cur- 
rencies. It is also proposed to transfer to the list of 
articles which may be imported free of Customs duty 
certain materials to be used in the manufacture of specified 
eoods within the Union.

POSTAL SECTION. 
REDUCTION OF TELEPHONE CHARGES. 


The reductions in telephone charges which the Post- 
master-General announced in the House of Commons will 
take effect from the beginning of the next quarter on Ist 
July. Consequently, in the accounts sent out to sub- 
scribers in July next, the installation rental, which is pay- 
able in advance, will be charged for private houses at the 
reduced rates, and the local and trunk call fees, which are 
payable in arrear, will be charged at the present rates. 
The new charges for local and trunk calls will appear for 
the first time in the accounts sent out in October. 

The principal alterations are as follows :— 

(1) The installation rental for a connection to a residence 
where no business of any kind is carried on will be reduced 
by 30s. a year. The new rentals will therefore be £7 in 
London, £6 10s. Od. in Birmingham, Liverpool, Man- 
chester, and Glasgow, and £6 elsewhere. In the case of 
two-party lines, the charge will be £4 10s. Od. for a resid- 
ence connection, and £6 for a business connection. 

(2) The extra mileage charge will be reduced from 








{1 5s. Od. to £1 per furlong. A similar reduction will 
apply to external extensions and to private telephone 
wires. 


(3) The charge for a local call will be reduced from 14d. 
to lid., and the charge for a call over a distance between 
6 and 7} miles will be reduced from 3d. to 23d. 

(4) The charges for the shorter distance trunk calls have 
been revised, and in future the local fee will not be charged 
on any trunk calls. The result of this change will be that 
the charge for a three-minute call over distances up to 35 
miles will be 3d. less than at present, and for calls over 
ereater distances 1$d. less than at present. 

(5) The charges for trunk calls made between 2 p.m. and 
7 p.m. will be reduced, the new charges being approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. less than the present charges. Calls 
made between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m. will, as at present, he 
charged in most cases at half the full rates.

(6) The Call Office fees for calls up to 73} miles will 
remain as at present. For calls over longer distances 2d. 
only instead of 3d. will be added to the trunk charge, 
the total being rounded up to the nearest penny, when the 
eall is made. from a Call Office with a coin box. 

Considerable concessions have been made with regard to 
the terms on which new Exchanges will be opened in rural 
areas. Where the cost of the necessary junction circuit is 
not excessive, an Exchange will be opened provided eight 
subscribers renting direct lines can be found, and the in- 
_ stallation rental will be £8 per annum both for business 
and residence connections in addition to extra mileage at 
£1 per furlong for any distance in excess of one mile from 
the new Exchange. The usual fees will be charged for local 
and trunk calls. Where as many as 15 subscribers can be 
found, the usual installation rental of £7 10s. Od. for busi- 
ness connections and £6 for residence connections wiil 
apply. The subscribers will be required to enter into an 
agreement for three or five years according to the amount 
of the capital outlay involved in the extension. 

As a rule service will be provided at these Exchanges 
between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. on weekdays and for a shorter 
period on Sundays. If the subscribers desire a continuous 
service, and the necessary arrangements can be made, an 
addition will be made to the installation rental to cover the 
cost. 

It is hoped that the substantial reductions now announced 
will result in a rapid extension of the rural telephone 
system,
